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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack Coun- 
ty herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and 
House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, 
Jailor, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1926. 


COUNTY FARM 


Continuing in charge of the County Farm at Gerrish, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden as Superintendent and Matron 
have maintained their past record for faithful and efficient 
service, which has produced most satisfactory results. 
During the year a somewhat larger number of people 
were cared for than during the previous year, and aside 
from the regular county cases, we are constantly having 
application for board and care from many people of 
limited means who are willing to pay their board, but 
have no home or anyone to care for them. While we 
take the most urgent of these cases when there is available 
room, it is not possible to take all such cases on account 
of limited housing conditions. People without means or 
home must be cared for first. The matter of providing 
more room must soon have attention; not only for new 
cases but for the convenience and better accommodation 
of those already here. During the year all necessary 
repairs and some quite extensive improvements have been 
made to the buildings. The large dairy barn which was 
built about thirty years ago, has been thoroughly remod- 
elled and a modern system of barn equipment and ventila- 
tion installed. While this has required a large amount 
of.work and considerable expense, we feel the results have 
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justified it. The equipment was bought direct from the 
manufacturers and most of the labor was performed by 
the regular help at the farm under the direction of the 
Superintendent, thus the expense was kept to the lowest 
possible cost. All the stock has been tuberculin tested 
and it is now possible to insure good, clean, pure milk 
to all. The cash receipts at the farm from the sale of 
produce, work of teams, board, etc. was $18,246.63, which 
together with the large amount of produce raised for 
home consumption, has made it possible to keep the net 
expenses of the institution to a very reasonable figure.

Poor AWAY FROM THE FARM 


The number of people cared for away from the farm 
during the year was nearly the same as in recent years. 
The cost of this relief which includes the board and care 
of children in private homes and orphanages, as well as to 
dependent families was $33,583.82 for the year. 


JAIL 


Since the closing of the County Jail as authorized by 
the legislative delegation in 1925, the prisoners have been 
boarded at the Hillsborough County Jail, at Manchester. 
_ The interest received on the sale price of $70,000.00 for 
the old jail, which is now on deposit in the savings banks, 
has been more than sufficient to pay all bills for board 
and transportation of all jail prisoners. This arrangement 
has seemed te work very satisfactorily and means a cash 
saving to the tax-payers of the county of over $5,000.00 
a year. 

FINANCES OF THE COUNTY 


The Treasurer’s report shows the total receipts of the 
year from all sources were $289,229.60, with total dis- 
bursements of $281,157.74 leaving a cash balance in the 
hands of the Treasurer of $8,071.86. The funds re- 
ceived from the sale of the jail property, amounting to 
$70,000.00 are deposited in five savings banks in the 
county, drawing interest at 412%, which is being used 
toward the expenses of the county. There were no out- 
standing notes or bonds on Jan. 1, 1927.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


I am submitting herewith my anual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1926. 

For the first time in many years it was not necessary 
to call the Grand Jury at the April Term because of the 
fact that there were no complaints returnable at that 
time. This does not mean that there was no crime in 
the County for the six months ending in April but it 
does mean that all the offenses brought to the attention 
of the prosecuting officers were of the character of mis- 
demeanors. 

At the October Term of the Superior Court the Grand 
Jury found 15 indictments against 9 respondents as 
follows: 


Adultery 2 
Breaking and entering 3 
Embezzlement il 
Larceny 3 


One of these cases included a juvenile from outside the 
State and he was committed to the Industrial School 
for the term of his minority. Of the remaining respond- 
ents, three were sentenced to State Prison, three to the 
Hillsborough County Jail and two to the House of Cor- 
rection. All these sentences were suspended upon the 
payment of fines and costs. 

No erime involving personal violence has come to the 
attention of the authorities during the entire year and it 
is obvious from this report, that there has been very little 
crime of serious consequence. The attention of the Sol- 
icitor was called to a succession of suspicious fires in the 
town of Dunbarton and much money and effort was ex- 
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pended in an endeavor to determine if they were of 
incendiary origin but without success. 

The time of the Solicitor has been constantly occupied 
by the investigation and prosecution of minor offenses. 
These have included many violations of the liquor law 
and in almost every instance there has been a successful 
outcome from the viewpoint of the State. Some spe:'i! 
work was done by investigators during the summer 
time which netted the County several hundred dollars 
and cleaned up many habitual offenders. 

The situation as to drunkenness through the County 
has been very satisfactory for in Concord during the 
entire year there were only 129 cases and in Franklin 
a very much smaller number. Everything indicates that 
the prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating liquor has 
been a very great benefit to Merrimack County. 

The law which is most frequently violated is that with 
reference to automobiles and the Solicitor has handled 
a considerable number of cases in the Municipal Courts 
during the year. There was a much smaller number of 
persons killed by automobiles during 1926 than in the. 
previous year and in no ease did there seem to be jus- 
tification for criminal prosecution. 

On the whole the year 1926 was very satisfactory from 
the viewpoint of the prosecuting officers of this County 
and at the present time the criminal docket is entirely 
clear.
